feeding fowls which we sco so often 
adopted, where the grain is thrown down 
in great heaps on tho ground or floor. 
It is not only wasteful but injurious to 
tho fowls, "because they got over-fed, 
and it is an important,respect contrary 
to their habits.

"•cratch." Watch tbo old hen with a 
brood when she ia just let out of the 
coop. She hardly stirs/rom the spot, 
but as soon as she has realized her free- 
dom down go her claws into the soil, 
and afterward, whenever you BOO her,

Alwayaifeod, then, no more tliuu can 


be eaten at once, and tato curo_that this 
is 10 scattered amongst some light rub- 
bish that they may bavo tho luxury of 
scratching for it. If feed ia buried in 
fresh earth, then they get with their 
their mouthful of grain somotbingof use 
to their peculiar digestive qrgtns.— 
Grain, however, should not be allowed 
to coma in contact with tho filthy, taint- 
ed soil too often found iu the poultry 
yard.

all the beet and handsomest fowls, aud 
save all the moan, neraggy ones' to 
breed from.

Tho benefit which fowls derive (froui 


eating charcoal is, I believe, n?kno\vl- 
edged. Tho method of putting it bo- 
fore them is, however, not well under 
stood. Pounded charconl is not in the 
shape in which fowls usually find their 
food, nnd consequently in not very ou- 
tdoing to them, 


I have found that corn burnt on t|ic 


cob, and tho ,iofuso—which consists al- 
most entirely of the grains reduced to 
charcoal, nnd still retaining their per- 
fect shape—placed befoio them is speed- 
ily eaten by them, with a marked im- 
provement in their health, as is shown 
by the brighter color uf their combs, 
and their producing a greater average 
of eggs to the flook than 
before.—f>
